FHA REQUIRES GRADE-MARKED LUMBER EXHAUST FANS SPEED HARDWOOD DRYING 


Effective April 1, all boards and fram- 
ing lumber used in new FHA-insured houses 
must be grade-marked, announced Julian 
Zimmerman, FHA commissioner. Grade mark- 
ing is now required by 12 FHA regional 
offices. All softwood framing going into 
houses with FHA-insured mortgages will 
have to be identified by the grade mark 
of an association or independent inspec- 
tion agency certified by the Board of 
Review, American Lumber Standards Com- 
mittee, Washington, D. C. This grading 
revision extends to all framing lumber 
including joists, girders and beams, 
rafters, wall framing, plank subfloor 
and roof decks. Additionally, all board 
lumber used for subflooring and roof and 
wall sheathing shall be grade-marked. 


PREFAB HOUSE BUILDERS WANT SYSTEM 


National Homes spokesman challenges wood 
industry to produce materials with more 
varied uses and applications, as part of 
System, to compete successfully against 
other materials in battle for home build- 
ing dollars. See article in this issue. 


FURNITURE SHIPMENTS INCREASE IN 1959 


Shipments for last year are expected to 
approximate $2.6 billion, making it the 
best in furniture history, said the Na- 
tional Assn. of Furniture Mfrs. The pre- 
dicted 13% increase over 1958 is 3% 
greater than the conservative forecast 
offered a year ago by N.A.F.M. Basis for 
the estimate is that shipments for the 
first nine months of 1959 were 14% over 
the same 1958 period. 


HOUSING TO DOUBLE IN NEXT 40 YEARS 


FHA Commissioner Julian H. Zimmerman 
predicted recently that the nation's 
housing inventory will more than double 
by the year 2,000 and new home starts, 
including farm units, will rise to an 
unprecedented rate of 2.25 to 2.5 million 
annually. An expanding economy, spurred 
by population growth, an increased rate 
of new-family formations and a continued 
rise in living standards were reasons 
given for the estimate. 
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Exhaust fans reduce green hardwood air 
drying time to seven days for a Tennessee 
furniture manufacturer, reports Dean 
Co., Chicago. The process is said to vir- 
tually eliminate warping, end checking 
and staining. Up to 258,000 cu. ft. of air 
per minute is pulled through the lumber. 
Air foil baffles insure uniform flow 
through the blowers only when the air is 
suitable for drying. Lumber is ready for 
kiln drying in 7-10 days. 


HOMEMAKERS FAVOR WOOD CABINETS 


Four out of five homemakers recently sur- 
veyed by the National Lumber Mfrs. Assn. 
rated wood cabinets, painted or with a 
natural finish, at the top of their list. 
The women emphasized that they were 
eager to get away from the "antiseptic, 
hospital look" that was popular for 
kitchens several years ago. Natural 
finishes account for 69% of the output of 
factory-built wood cabinets. Birch is 
the most used wood, followed by mahogany, 
knotty pine, ash, maple, oak and walnut. 


EASING IN MORTGAGE MONEY MARKET SEEN 


Federal Housing Administrator Norman 
Mason predicts an easing of the tight 
mortgage money market by spring. Mason 
suggested, reports the N.L.M.A., that 
the easing of money market pressures will 
result largely from the prospect of a 
balanced or nearly balanced federal 
budget for the year ending June 30 and 
recent declines in the rate of housing 
Starts. A slower rate of building, he 
pointed out, automatically reduces the 
demand for mortgage money, creating a 
situation where the supply and demand for 
funds are more nearly in balance. 


LOW-COST HOUSING EMPHASIZED 


Eugene E. Kurtz, president, Home Manu- 
facturers Assn., declared that the home 
building industry must put greater em- 
phasis on low-cost homes in order to avoid 
a “precipitous” drop in total housing 
Starts this year. "Unless we can con- 
vince builders now to go after the low- 
cost market, housing starts this year 
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will be down 15% or more from 1959," 
Kurtz added. Approximately a million 
new families will break into the $5,000 
yearly earnings bracket for the first 
time within a year, qualifying them for a 
home mortgage of roughly $13,500. Prefab 
home manufacturers last year produced 
110,080 factory-built homes and 1959 
production is expected to reach an all- 
time high of 135,000 units. 


FURNITURE LEAD'S SOUTH'S RECOVERY 


According to a Fifth Federal Reserve 
District Bank report, furniture fac- 
tories have led in the South's recovery 
from the 1957-58 recession. Total man- 
hours worked in all manufacturing plants 
in the upper South increased 10% over 
1958, while furniture plants almost 
doubled that figure with a 19% increase 
for the same period. 


DEPRECIATION DILEMMA ANSWERS 


Several techniques of computing depre- 
ciation and assessing its value in ac- 
counting, explained in relation to re- 
cent Internal Revenue Code changes, are 
presented in this issue. Examples all 
deal with woodworking machinery and cov- 
er declining-balance, straight-line, 
and sum-of-digits methods. 


HOUSE CONSTRUCTION COSTS RISE 


House construction costs are expected to 
be 3.5% higher by October, 1960, as com- 
pared to 1959, reports the F. W. Dodge 
Corp. Average costs have climbed at a 
faster rate than a year earlier. The 
cumulative 18-year increase from 1941 is 
150%; hence, a house costing $7,500 in 
1941 costs $18,750 to build today. 


SOUTHERN PINE OUTPUT GROWS 


Latest unofficial industry estimates 
covering the first nine months of 1959 
indicate that the year’s southern pine 
output will be between 7.5 billion and

8 billion bd. ft.—enough to frame every 
home built in the U. S. this year. Despite 
great market demands, the industry is 
growing sawtimber at a rate exceeding 
harvest by nearly one-fourth annually. 
Scientific forest management practices 
are well entrenched, and more than two- 
thirds of the nation's total tree farm 
acreage is located in the South. 


LESS LUMBER USED IN HOMES 


"Houses being built today are using con- 
siderably less lumber than they did 10 
years ago," said FHA commissioner Julian 
Zimmerman in addressing the N.R.L.D.A. 
recently. "During the past half-century 
the lumber industry has lost 70% of the 
roofing market and about half the window 
market. Concrete slab is replacing wood 
flooring in many instances and aluminum 
is now challenging wood as siding and 
roofing." Stating that he saw no reason 
why new methods should eliminate lumber, 
Zimmerman warned that lumber would not 
win the materials battle by default. 





PREDICT FURNITURE IMPORT RISE 


The Commerce Dept. predicts that furni- 
ture imports will rise 30% this year. 
Denmark leads the invaders, closely fol- 
lowed by Hong Kong, Japan and Yugoslav- 
ia. Discriminatory trade laws may be 
enacted to stem foreign competition, 
since an increasing protectionist atti- 
tude is developing in this country, de- 
spite the fact that many nations are low- 
ering trade barriers on American goods. 


DOUGLAS FIR PRODUCTION FIGURES 


November Douglas fir production dipped 
to 161,848,000 bd. ft. from October's 
166,218,000 bd. ft., placing the cumula- 
tive ll-month total for 1959 at 7,731,- 
666,000 bd. ft. The ll-month cumulative 
figure for 1958 production was 7,415,- 
145,000 bd. ft. 


NAFM PLANS TRUCK OPERATING CONFERENCE 


Findings of a recent trucking cost sur- 
vey, conducted among National Assn. of 
Furniture Mfrs. members, prompted the 
association to announce a trucking cost 
conference for this spring. John M. 
Snow, NAFM executive vice president, 
said the survey indicated a lack of in- 
formation on ways to operate trucks 
efficiently and a need for manufacturers 
to exchange information based on prac- 
tical experience and cost knowledge. 


The survey placed the average total cost 
of operation per mile at 25.57 cents. 
Lowest cost was 15.16 cents; the highest, 
42.75. Although these variations are 
partially due to different equipment 
and operating conditions, Snow said, the 
lack of detailed cost data in manufac- 
turer records is also responsible.

New Shaper Ups Output 25% 

\ NEW AUTOMATIC SHAPER, installed 
by California Furniture Shops, Los 
Angeles, has increased productivity 
about 25% while reducing downtime 
in the manufacture of varied wood 
furniture components, including table 
tops, lids, headboards, legs, rails and 
drawer fronts. 

Stanley P. Bontems, vice-president 
and treasvrer, stated that the machine 
paid for itself in less than a year by 
virtually eliminating downtime. Once 
the machine is adjusted for a produc- 
tion run, it requires the minimum of 
operator supervision. Adjustments are 
readily effected without time loss 
usually attributed to make-ready. 

Important features include a 6 ft. 
diameter table with air clamps, hy- 
draulic feeds, limit-switch controls for 
precision cutting, and variable speed 
motors. Bontems reports that the 
shaper’s speed is such that an operator 
can produce quarter-round molds on 
edges of 30 in. table tops at the rate 
of one per minute. (101) 


Multi-Spindle Moulders 

\ NEW AUTOMATIC multi - spindle 
moulder saved so much money and 
Freeport Woodcraft Co., 
armingdale, Long Island, N. Y., 
that within a year they bought another 
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similar unit. The machine was pur- 
chased to produce mouldings in their 
own plant, rather than continue to 
purchase ready-milled stock, according 
to Abe Elliner. 

Frequently Ellner couldn’t get what 
he wanted fast enough. Other times 
he couldn't get the mouldings he 
wanted finished to his specifications. 
Now, so long as he has rough stock on 
hand, he can have exactly what he 
wants when he wants it. And he has 
not found it necessary to have special 
workers to run the machines. 

Eliner said it was impossible to esti- 
mate how much time, labor and ma- 
terials have been saved because “we 
didn’t have one before, so there is no 
basis for comparison.” He did admit 
that the sheer convenience of having 
the moulders on the premises, ready to 
operate at all times, is an advantage 
for his firm. It is much easier to turn 
out a fast job because it isn’t necessary 
to hustle the required finished ma- 
terials from outside suppliers. (102)

HIGH-SPEED DRYING of sealer on hard- 
wood panels on a fast-moving con- 
veyor line is accomplished at the Cas- 
cades Plywood Corp., Lebanon, Ore., 
by a ceramic-type electric infrared 
oven. The drying takes only 36 sec. 
as the panels are conveyed through 
the 42 ft. oven. 

A great deal of the secret of fast 
drying is applying the right amount of 
heat at the right time, according to 
J. R. Stillinger, technical director. 
The oven takes care of this by being 
divided into three temperature zones, 


each with its own cyclical timer type 
temperature controller. By turning a 
dial, the temperature can be set at 
any heat from 0 to 100% of rated 
capacity and can be maintained with 
an accuracy within one degree. 

Another advantage is the reduced 
amount of space now required for 
drying operations. 

The oven is used to dry pigmented 
alkyd-type sealer on pre - finished 
panels. Clear stain-resistant top coat 
of lacquer, vinyl or chlorinated rubber 
is dried on a similar type panel used 
for store and school fixtures. (103)

Tenoner Setup 

AN INTERESTING sETUP of a double 
end tenoner was observed recently at 
a Canadian cabinet plant. Router cut- 
ters used to make the dados and drills 
for the dowel holes were mounted in 
attachments operating between the 
chain beams from an overhead cross 
beam. These cutters and drills were 
automatically engaged and disengaged 
from the work by magnets timed by 
special limit switches set and fixed on 
a bar. Both cutters and bits advanced 
to the work simultaneously with the 
feed cut out until the dowel holes 
were drilled. When the bits retracted, 
the stroke required to make the dado 
was complete and the router cutters 
also retracted. With the feed cut in 
the work moved to the next location 
for boring and dadoing. (104)

The additive does not interfere with 
the strength, workability or drying of 
the glue, and inspection for glue 
smears, even on the largest pieces, 
seldom takes more than a minute.

Ripsaw Production Increase 
WHEN PLANS were first made at a 
hardwood dimension mill to convey- 
orize all rough mill operations, it was 
decided to do away with the ripsaw 
offbearers and concentrate all sorting 
along a main conveyor line. Estimates 
of the resulting production increase, 
however, indicated that more sorters 
would be needed to handle the volume 
of work than the number of offbearers 
required to handle it right at the ma- 
chines. Plans were thus revamped to 
permit the offbearer to perform at top 
efficiency, carrying all stock away 
from the ripsaw via conveyor and 
eliminating the need for piling on pal- 
lets or trucks. 

Cut stock is delivered to the rip- 
saws by a belt sorting conveyor which 
diverts different |eagths to individual 
machines for ripping.

mitting some stock to be delivered di- 
rect to the main sorting conveyor; 
placing stock to be made up into cores 
or glued panels on a belt conveyor 
leading to a double surfacer; trans- 
ferring stock with defects to another 
conveyor leading to the rework saws 
where defects are cut out and sal- 
vaged stock is ripped into shorter 
lengths and narrower widths; and 
throwing edgings and other waste 
material onto a scrap conveyor to be 
carried to a bin for processing into 
chips or fuel. 


Moisture Content Sampling 

A FURNITURE PLANT that produces 
solid wood furniture uses a random- 
test acceptance sampling plan to con- 
trol moisture content in lumber 
brought from the tempering shed to 
the rough mill. The tests are made as 
the lumber stacks are broken down for 
delivery to the cutoff saws. Moisture 
readings are taken in groups of five. 

The target moisture content for kiln 
drying is about 6% but the accept- 
ance limit has been raised to 5% 
above, and the reject limit to 5% 
above the acceptance limit. Each 
stack is divided into five areas from 
top to bottom. If the first sample is 
within the acceptance limit, the area 
immediately below is passed as ac- 
ceptable. If the sample is in the reject 
range, the very next course is also 
sampled. 

If the area shows reject readings 
consistently, the inspector may reject 
the balance of the area for redrying. 
This practice continues throughout the 
lumber stack. However, if the read- 
ings fall consistently above the accept- 
ance limit but below the reject limit, 
the rough mill foreman either accepts 
the lumber for use in parts which can 
tolerate the higher moisture content or 
rejects it.

TROUBLE SHOOTER 


A man employed to locate causes of 
trouble and correct same. 
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Hot Lacquer Finishing 
A MANUFACTURER of fine cabinets re- 
cently installed a system for finishing 
cabinets with hot lacquer that is re- 
ported to be both efficient and eco- 
nomical. It starts with a modern 
pumping system which supplies lac- 
quer from a central fireproof storage 
room to four spray booths by means 
of drum-head reciprocating pumps 
direct from the drums. Each booth is 
equipped with a heating unit which 
atomizes air in a tank to about 300° F. 
for heat transfer. 

Most of the heat is transferred to 
the lacquer, heating it to about 160° 
F. When the air reaches the spray 


gun, it is about 85° F. A special hose 
is provided which circulates heated air 
to keep the material hot during spray 
interruptions. This smaller hose runs 
along the material hose and is con- 
structed to flow back inside a sleeve 
near the gun which encloses both 
hoses. The hot lacquer is sprayed at 
about 30% solids, at a flow rate of 
about 14% pints per minute. A film 
thickness of 214 mils is built up in 
two coats. 

Previous operation required three 
coats of cold lacquer. Mileage of hot 
lacquer is reported to be about 150 
sq. ft. per gallon compared to the 
100 sq. ft. obtained with cold lacquer.

Good Way to Speed Up 


Wood's Comeback 


66Q‘ELL us a SYSTEM!” That's the chal- 

S lenge laid down by Willard J. Worth, 
National Homes Corp. director of research 
and development, as he tells in this issue 
what the house manufacturer seeks in a 
material—what it takes to sell his company 
and, we assume, other large prefabricators. 
There's an important lesson in his statement 
for the entire wood industry. 


In pressing for the “system” approach, 
this big buyer of lumber, plywood, hard- 
board and other wood products (including 
much furniture) points to the need for 
better engineered systems for house framing 
as well as multi-function sheathing and fin- 
ishing materials. He justifies National’s pres- 
ent emphasis on aluminum by the premise 
that it “offers the best available base for a 
superior finishing system” and thus provides 
tangible advantages—to the home owner in 
reduced maintenance costs, to the builder 
in faster capital turnover and relief from 
weather delays, and to the prefabricator 
himself in sales promotion potential. 


He does not necessarily blame wood’s 
shortcomings for the switch to aluminum, 
but he does cite as a major contributing 
cause “inability to find a finishing system 
that would withstand shipping abuse and 
offer a significantly superior paint system” 
from the owner’s point of view. 

Fortunately, he does not believe alumi- 
num represents the ultimate in a material, 
thus leaving the door open for wood to 
come back. And he suggests not only more 
factory finishing of exteriors but prefinish- 
ing of interior surfaces as important goals 
of the prefabricator. 


on National asks, other prefabri- 


cators will ask, too. So also will 
thousands of local builders and developers 
whose thinking to a large degree will be in- 
fluenced as they see the manufactured house 
forge ahead in public acceptance. Thus, it 
will be more than a few large prefabricators 


whose demands must be met—and the stake 
is certainly massive enough to merit im- 
mediate constructive action by wood peo- 
ple and related interests, notably the finish- 
ing suppliers. 

In our October, 1959, editorial: “After 
National Homes . . . Who Goes Next?” we 
ventured a guess that “the aluminum boys 
did more than quote a price in order to 
persuade Jim Price and his woodworking 
outfit to switch an appreciable portion of 
their production away from wood.” Mr. 
Worth’s article now clearly proves the point. 


Frankly, we don’t believe there’s any 
practical “system” other materials can offer 
that could not be equaled or improved upon 
by an engineered wood-using system. But 
wood people have no right to expect such 
systems to be developed by the customer 
alone. Nor, where finishing is involved, have 
finishing people any right to pass the buck 
over to either wood or the customer. 


T is a joint responsibility which can be 
fulfilled only by an enlightened program 
of farsighted leadership, intelligent planning, 
resourceful manpower, intensive technologi- 
cal research, better and more flexible manu- 
facturing methods and equipment, and 
smart, aggressive merchandising—all geared 
to the needs and desires of the market, and 
not to the limitations of a “good enough for 
granddaddy” philosophy. 


Indeed, it will take much more than the 
current national wood promotion program 
to turn the tide back to wood. All the glam 
orous advertising that money can buy won't 
do the job if the product falls short of the 
market’s needs. With the shift from site to 
factory fabrication growing in so many 
wood areas, the old “70% building—30% 
industrial” ratio may be changing sharply— 
and our thinking must change accordingly. 


The more heavily concentrated the actual 
manufacturing operations, the easier it will 
be for competing materials to worm their 
way in. So, too, should it be easier for wood 
and related interests to do the job that must 
be done to keep that competition “on the 
outside looking in.”

500 Industry Executives View 


1960 OUTLOOK 


N.L.M.A. survey indicates improved lumber production 
and consumption, higher gross sales—Increased costs, other 
economic factors seen as affecting “fair” prospects for wood 


THe YEAR 1960, as viewed by lumber 
and wood industry executives, prom- 
ises to be as good, if not slightly better 
than 1959. In a survey conducted late 
in 1959 by the National Lumber 
Manufacturers Association, some 500 
industry executives reported that they 
expected production, gross sales, lum- 
ber consumption, and stumpage and 
log availability to improve. 

Covering all phases of the industry, 
the outlook survey represented 
opinions of 42% of 1160 companies 
polled. 

Asked to list the economic forces 
most likely to affect the industry in 
1960, the executives reported the fol- 
lowing: (1) tight credit, (2) increased 
competition from other products, (3) 
taxation, (4) inflation, (5) general 
business uncertainty, (6) government 
regulations, and (7) international de- 
velopments. 

“Increased cost of doing business” 
remains the No. 1 problem affecting 
the outlook for the new year. Other 
problems listed in order of importance 
were: stiffer competition within the 
industry, better prices, and competing 
imports. 


Profits After Taxes 
Profits in 1960 should equal or sur-

pass those earned in 1959, predicted 
70.6% of total respondents. While 
17% of the replies stated that profits 
wil! be up from 1 to 10% in 1960, 
another 18% felt profits would be off 
as much as 10%. 


Production 


Overall production is expected to 
increase over 1959 by 31.1% of the 
respondents. The majority, 62.3% feel 
that production will remain steady. 
Last year’s estimated rise in lumber 
production was 4% versus an actual 
rise of 7%. The predicted increase 
for 1960 is 2.8% over 1959. 




















Employment 

Nearly three-fourths of all repiies 
indicated no change in the number of 
employees for next year. Only 11.1% 
of respondents visualized any general 
increase in number of employees on 
payroll, while 14.6% predicted a de- 
cline in number employed. These fig- 
ures closely approximated last year’s 
forecast. 


New Plant and Equipment 

Expenditures for new plant and 
equipment in 1960, based on a weight- 
ed average, are expected to be off 
3.1% from 1959. While slightly more 
than half of all replies indicated no 
change in new plant and equipment 
outlays, the remainder were two to 
one in predicting a capital expendi- 
tures decline. 


Consumption 

Weighted average of all replies 
indicated that there will be approxi- 
mately a 2% decline in lumber con- 
sumption in 1960 from 1959's ex- 
pected total of 39.5 billion bd. ft. 


Total Costs 

Total costs are expected to be the 
same or higher than in 1959, predicted 
more than 92% of all participants. 
Better than half replied that costs 
would be up from 1 to 10%, and 13% 
felt that cost rises would exceed 10%. 
Utilizing weighted averages, the sur- 
vey showed that 1960 total costs were 
expected to rise 4% over 1959.

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New Housing Starts 

Responses suggested that home 
building is likely to decline about 3% 
in 1960. Very few executives expected 
any gain. A weighted average of all 
replies indicated that 1966 new non- 
farm housing starts may decline to 
about 1,300,000 units versus 1959's 
expected 1,350,000 units. 





GROSS SALES 








Gross Sales 
More than 86% of the respondents 
stated that their 1960 gross sales 


should equal or exceed 1959 totals. 
A weighted average of all replies 


placed gross sales for the new year at 
2.9% above 1959. About 20% of all 
replies indicated that gross sales would 
be up from 1 to 10%, and 17% ex- 
pected a sales increase of 11% or 
more. 


Mortgage Money 

Nearly three-fifths of respondents, 
omitting those expressing no opinion, 
indicated a deep concern as to the 
availability of an adequate supply of 
mortgage money in 1960. They felt 
that the mortgage money market will 
be so tight that home building will 
be adversely affected. 


Railroads 

More than 82% of the replies indi- 
cated that lumber and wood products 
demand by railroads would remain 
fairly stable or increase slightly, ap- 
proximating last year’s response. 


Exports 

Little change was expected in ex- 
port demand in 1960. More than 53% 
of answers felt there would be no 
change at all, while 22.1% felt there 
was a chance for some improvement. 
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Furniture 

Lumber demand from the furniture 
industry should equal or exceed 1959's 
demand, predicted 85% of the re- 
spondents. Actual increase was esti- 
mated to be about 1% for 1960, ac- 
cording to a weighted average of all 
replies.

Construction 

Evidently no drastic change is 
anticipated in the demand for lumber 
next year in all types of construction 
activity—both residential and non- 
residential. Responses were somewhat 
more optimistic than last year, which 
may mean that an edditional improve- 
ment is anticipated in the use of lum- 
ber in certain non-residential construc- 
tion activity. The weighted average 
shows that construction lumber de- 
mand should be off 1% from 1959.

Farm Demand 

A majority opinion indicated that 
demand for lumber from farms will 
show little change in 1960 from 1959. 
Even the replies of those anticipating 
either an increase or decrease clus- 
tered together in the “not more than 
10%” bracket. 


Wood Containers 

Most of the replies said that there 
would be no change in demand from 
makers of wood container: However, 
a weighted average of responses indi- 
cated that there would be a slight 
decline of roughly 1.8%. 


Stumpage and Logs 

Very little change was evident in 
anticipated log and stumpage supplies 
over last year’s survey. Less than 6.4% 
of respondents felt that 1960 would 
be a poor year, while 48.6% expected 
a good year and 45% a fair year. 


Wall Paneling 

Expectations are that demand for 
wood paneling in 1960 will be up 
about 2% over 1959, based on 
weighted averages. About 15% of 
respondents felt there will be a de- 
cline, whereas more than 37% looked 
for an increase.

Economy, performance and sales promotion potential 


are three basic tests applied by large 


house manufacturer in appraising new materials 


By WILLARD WORTH 
Research and Development Director 
National Homes Corp. 


THERE ARE JUST THREE principles, or 
criteria, upon which the selection of 
new materials in the residential build- 
ing industry is based. These three 
principles are: (1) equal performance 
for less money, (2) better perform- 
ance for the same cost, and (3) sales 
promotion potential. 

The success of an idea or a product 
can be predicted by these criteria. 
Should the product meet one of these 
(better performance at less cost, for 
example) its market is secure. Infre- 
quently we may find a spectacular 
success, a product that meets all three 
judging standards. 


January, 1960 


The emphasis is well placed on the 
economics of new materials. In com- 
mon with all industry, home building 
has competitive pressures. But in con- 
trast to many others, it is the least 
industrialized and organized, and most 
subject to consumer financing pres- 
sures. Only the minimum tools are 
available with which to prevent con- 
tinual sky-rocketing of the end cost 
of its product, the most important 
of these tools being new products, 
techniques and distr‘i,ution channels, 
a common area of interest for both 
home builders and material suppliers. 

Now let me try to make the diffi- 
cult transition from generalities to 
some of the more specific areas in new 
mateials selection. Barring revolution- 
ary changes in structural systems for

residential framing, in turn requiring 
radical changes in appearance that I 
do not believe imminent, we are rapid- 
ly approaching the ultimate economy 
offered by the conyentional wood 
frame. Through trial and error, the 
residential builder has developed suit- 
able and durable framing, and further 
improvement in these properties with 
wood appears fruitless. 


Structural Efficiency 


However, in the development of 
these methods, little thought has been 
given to the overall structural effi- 
ciency of the system. When examined 
by conventional engineering criteria, 
various elements of the house may ex- 
hibit diverse safety factors ranging 
from 12 (for walls under vertical 
loads) through 3 or 4 (for engineered 
trusses) to less than 1 (for the struc- 
tural use of ungraded material). 

This not only suggests that improve- 
ment can be made in examining fram- 
ing for overall efficiency, but also 
that current engineering methods are 
not sufficiently accurate in evaluating 
many structural actions that could 
provide for more efficient framing of 
newer systems. Yet, the conventional 
engineering procedures still offer the 
best available yardstick for measuring 
new products and methods. 

Passing from the purely structural

Boost Production 


Every WEEK the Arthur F. Tyler Co., 
Athol, Mass., turns out 3,500 pairs of 
window blinds, plus an array of louver 
doors, shutters and screens. And every 
week the search for better methodolgy 
continues. Nearly every machine in 
the plant has had its production boost- 
ed to normal capacity through the in- 
genious use of jigs or a combination of 
air cylinders and micro switches wher- 
ever possible. 

During the past few years the de- 
mand has risen for more novel win- 
dow blind installations. Decorators are 
constantly dreaming up unusual appli- 
cations. Builders and architects want 
louver enclosures allowing air to cir- 


culate, in proving utility as well as 
looks. 

Edward Gunter, president and gen- 
eral maneger, keeps three large scrap 
books crammed with clippings from 
the shelter magazines, iliustrating new 
uses for his products. Special orders 
and work complying with architect's 
specifications accounts for 4C~@ of 
Tyler’s output, contrasted to only 10% 
five years ago. 

Each Monday management lays out 
a production schedule for the 5 hour 
week the plant maintains. All 300,000 
sq. ft. of space is used for production, 
none for inventory. There is no need 
for the distributors to sacrifice valu-

able sales space for Tyler stock as 
their orders are filled on an as-needed 
basis. Such a policy, of course, neces- 
sitates a highly flexible schedule. 


Machinery has always been de- 
signed with this one thought in mind. 
Rush orders can be processed without 
upsetting production runs, evea in 
small quantities. When orders are 
combined for each week’s production, 
they are acknowledged to the cus- 
tomer and a copy of the production 
order furnished to the factory super- 
intendent. 

All Tyler products are made from 
shop grades of Ponderosa or Sugar 
Pine at the rate of 65,000 bd. ft. 
weekly. A six man crew brings the 
material in from storage, rips and cross 
cuts for stiles, cross rails and blanks 
for slats. The shorter pieces are sorted 
into wood boxes or canvas baskets. 
Mr. Gunter shops around at auctions 
for such items and gets a good deal of 
utility from what normally might be 
discarded, Stiles are stacked on dollies 
while pieces less than 8 in. in length 
are bagged and sold to toy factories. 

Stiles are next cut to exact lengths 
on a double-end cut off saw and then 
fed into a triple chain mortiser. All 
mortises are cut “blind” at Tyler’s for

Components Seen as Open 
Field for Fabricators 


The accompanying article and illus- 
trations show the growing importance 
of factory-built components in home 
building. The advantages in construc- 
tion time saved, uniform quolity and 
ease of assembly may mean business 
and profit opportunities for many 
wood fabricating plants throughout 
the country. Firms looking for an op- 
portunity to expand or replace un- 
profitable operations without heavy 
costs may find an answer in the fabri- 
cation of housing components. 

lt is possible that neither conven- 
tional methods of local builders nor 
the existing facilities of prefabricators 
will be adequate to meet the demands 
of the higher volume new home con- 
struction which millions of new family 
units are expected to create in the 
coming decade. Therefore, many wood- 
working operations which have equip- 
ment, trained manpower and time may 
find an outlet for these resources in 
supplying nearby builders with pre- 
cision-made components. While taking 
some of the pressure off the large but 
relatively few prefabricators, this 
would also cid in speeding home 
building while keeping costs down.

components, we could build this house 
in about half the time required for 
conventional construction.” 

The research demonstration house 
was designed by Laurence S. Higgins, 
A.LA., of Lu-Re-Co. The new com- 
ponents were designed by David 
Countryman, DFPA’s chief of applied 
research. 

Since it is a demonstration project, 
the house shows a group of construc- 
tion features which may not normally 
be grouped into one design. There- 
fore, the plan is divided into separate 
wings or zones, each utilizing a dif-

ferent framing method for cost con- 
trol and comparison features. The con- 
tinuity of the siding and pitch of the 
roof help tie the design together. 

One of the most distinctive features 
of the new house is an unusual “in- 
stant floor” system designed by DFPA. 
Preassembled floor panels made up 
with 1/2 in. plywood nailed to 2x4 
framing are supported by plywood 
box girders. A unique feature of the 
cathedral box beams which support 
the roof is the walnut-printed over- 
laid fir plywood used for the webs. 
This provides a prefinished beam 
which can be fabricated in the shop 
and put into place without additional 
finishing. The special printing process 
was developed by the Reliance 
Varnish Co., Louisville, Ky. 

Dan Sedgwick, DFPA merchandis- 
ing director, says: “The research dem- 
onstration house is an outgrowth of a 
meeting held last spring between the 
Lu-Re-Co executive committee and 
the DFPA staff. At that time, DFPA 
began to explore practical ways in 
which our research could benefit the 
Lu-Re-Co component system. The 
demonstration house is a result of the 
research into components.” 


New Bandsaw Blades 


ACCORDING TO AN EXPERIENCED band 
sawyer, new bandsaw blades are not 
always in proper condition to be 
mounted and run when received from 
the supplier. He recommends that 
after a new bandsaw blade is mount- 
ed, a brick of free-cutting emery 
should be held squarely against the 
back edge of the blade while running 
to remove any sharp corners and re- 
lieve any casehardening present. He 
also suggests that longer bandsaw life 
can be obtained by making the first 
run only about an hour long, after 
which the bandsaw blade should be 
checked carefully for tension, back 
and teeth. If imperfections are found, 
the blade should be overhauled. 


Coloring Green Logs 


A CANADIAN MANUFACTURER has con- 
ceived a process for coloring wood in 
log form. The process involves rotat- 
ing the green log about an axis with 
the grain running about perpendicu- 
lar, and forcing the coloring material 
under pressure through the wood 
away from the axis. Control of satura- 
tion is effected through centrifugal 
force generated by rotation of the log. 

Almost any type of coloring com- 
patible with wood can be used if it 
can be put into liquid solution. Some 
chemicals have also been used which 
react with substances in the wood to 
form a color.

Three Ways Out 
of the Depreciation Maze 


REPRESENTS a thorny 
problem to many executives in the 
wood industry. Meaning different 
things to different people, the term is 
defined by accountants (and tax 
agents) as “A reasonable allowance 
for the wear and tear of property used 
in a business.” 
Ordinarily 


DEPRECIATION 


term is taken to 
a decline in market value for 
any equipment, including an obso- 
lescence factor. Depreciation allow- 
ances assume additional importance 
when you realize that the probable 
useful life of equipment is easily 
shortened by changes in economic 
conditions, loss of trade, new inven- 
tions and prohibitive laws. Presented 
here are a few questions and answers 
that may help to clear away the fog 
surrounding the depreciation dilemma 
caused by vast changes wrought by 
the Internal Revenue code and regu- 
lations 

Q. What are the basic methods for 
computing depreciation? 

A. In the wood field the methods 
of computation are: the straight-line 
method, the sum-of-the-years-digits 
method, and the declining-balance 
method. The straight-line method, a 
popular one, is predicated on the as- 
sumption that wear and tear are uni- 
form during the useful life of the 
equipment. Therefore, the cost of the 
item, less estimated salvage value, is 


the 


mean 
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depreciated in equal amounts over the 
equipment’s useful life. Both the sum- 
of-the-years-digits method and the de- 
clining-balance method assume that 
depreciation is higher in early years 
and lower in later years of the equip- 
ment’s life. The year-digits method 
works as follows: different fractions 
are used each year against the original 
cost, less salvage value. The numer- 
ator of the fraction represents the re- 
maining useful life of the item each 
year and the denominator, which al- 
ways remains the same, represents the 
sum of the digits of all the years cor- 
responding to the estimated useful 
life. For example, if the piece of 
equipment has an estimated life of 
four years the denominator of the frac- 
tion would always be 10, since 4, 3, 
2 and 1 equal 10. For the first year 
4/10 of the cost (less salvage value) 
would be depreciated, 3/10 in the 
second year, etc. Under the declining-

balance method the depreciation base 
is lowered each year by the amount of 
the depreciation deduction and a 
steady rate is applied to the balances 
that result. Under federal income tax 
provisions the declining-balance rate 
may be 200% the straight-line rate. 

Q. Could you show a numerical 
comparison of these methods? 

A. Table 1 shows the annual de- 
preciation charge and the accumulated 
depreciation in any year for either 
method. In preparing the table it was 
assumed that a group of equipment 
cost $10,000, possessing a negligible 
salvage value and a useful life of four 
years. Under the straight-line and sum- 
of-the-digits methods the accumulated 
depreciation is $10,000 at the end of 
the fourth year, whereas under the 
200% declining-balance method the 
accumulated amount is only $9,375. 
The balance of $625 can be handled 
in one of two ways. Since the income 
tax law allows a taxpayer to switch 
from the declining-balance method to 
the straight-line method at any time 
without the consent of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, it is wise 
for the taxpayer to switch from the de- 
clining balance method to the straight- 
line method at the end of the third 
year in this situation. Another alterna-

1. Urged the FHA and private lend- 
ing agencies to require grade marking 
of all framing lumber used in home 
constructions backed by FHA and 
other mortgage guarantees. (This re- 
commendation supported a later an- 
nouncement by FHA Commissioner 
Julian Zimmerman that all framing 
lumber used in FHA-insured housing 
be grade marked effective April 1). 

2. Directed N.L.M.A. staff members 
to “take all steps possible” to educate 
buyers, users and specifiers on the 
characteristics and identification of 
various lumber grades. 

3. Established a special N.L.M.A. 


committee to study possible simplifi- 


cation and standardization of grade 
designations and report its findings 
to directors next November—each in- 
dustry grading agency to be invited to 
nominate three representatives to serve 
on the committee. 

Board members also acted to 
strengthen the domestic lumber indus- 
try against foreign competition by 
voting to assist domestic producers 
of ponderosa pine mouldings in their 
efforts to obtain relief from Mexican- 
made imports, directing staff members 
to give domestic hardwood plywood 
manufacturers “all practical assistance” 
in their fight against low-wage im- 
ports from Japan, and instructing the 
staff to investigate the possibility of 
an embargo or other remedy to curb 
shipments of American walnut logs 
to processors in Italy, Germany, Japan 
and other foreign countries. 

In other resolutions, directors: 


1. Ordered expansion of N.L.M.A.’s 
National Affairs Committee to increase 
the effectiveness of the association’s 
legislative programs. 

2. Asked N.L.M.A.’s 17 federated 
associations to provide the U. S. Forest 
Products Laboratory with detailed in-

3. Called for immediate preparation 
of a handbook or design manual on in- 
dustrial use of lumber. 

4. Ordered intensification of N.L.- 
M.A. efforts to publicize career op- 
portunities in private forest industries. 

5. Called for legislation to eliminate 
false labeling and false advertising of 
imitation wood products and urged 
that FTC powers be expanded to give 
the agency jurisdiction over “decep- 
tive sale of such products at the re- 
tail level.” 

Other actions included special tri- 
bute to the long and faithful service 
of S. V. (Van) Fullaway upon his 
retirement as secretary-manager of the 
Western Pine Assn. and to Richard 
G. Kimbell upon his retirement as 
N.L.M.A. executive vice-president of 
technical services. 

Other action, previously reported in 
December 1959 Woop & Woop Prop- 
ucts, included adoption of a second 
annual $1.3 million national wood 
promotion program, presentation of a 
10-year “Marketing Unlimited” pro- 
gram. and election of officers.

Bacterial Stain 

Question: When we resaw or dress 
either hard or soft maple, we often 
find a gray or black discoloration in 
it, particularly in the sapwood, al- 
though nothing shows on the surface 


before dressing. What is the cause 
of this, and how can it be corrected? 
S.D.-Ky. 

Answer: This is a bacterial type 
of stain caused by lack of drying when 
the lumber is first cut. Quite often

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the green lumber is left in a bulk pile 
for a day or two before stacking. This 
is a very good time for the stain to 
develop, particularly in hot and humid 
weather. Some mills are equipped to 
dip this type of stock to prevent stain- 
ing, and a few have installed pre- 
dryers to get rapid surface drying. If 
the mill cutting this type of lumber 
cannot dip and does not have the pre- 
drying equipment then every effort 
should be made to get the lumber 
either end racked or into a fast drying 
stack. The stain does not develop on 
a dry surface but will develop rapidly 
on a sap wet surface. When putting 
the lumber into a stack it would help 
to do the following: leave at least 
12 in. of air space under the stack 
(18 would be better); and leave a 
good open space between boards, 1- 
1% in. depending on thickness, so that 
there is plenty of room for the air to 
circulate around each board. Then 
cover your stacks with weatherproof 
covers. Rapid drying is essential on 
this type of lumber. Also, if there is 
lumber in the yard which is stained, 
get it out of the yard or set up a new 
drying area that is free from the 


chance of infection. 


Tips for Kiln Operators— 
Sample Boards 


Number of sample boards in kiln 
run. If all the kiln charge is of the 
same species and thickness with the 
same dryness, a sample board for each 
5,000 bd. ft. should be sufficient. 
However, if the loading is mixed, a 
sample board of each of the items 
every 5,000 ft. or less should be made. 
However control of the kiln should be 
based on the most difficult and slow- 
est to dry with the other boards for 


reference and record. 


Size of sample boards. Recommen- 
dations have been made for sample 
boards 3 ft. or so in length. However 
this operator has been very well satis- 
fied with boards which will just fit 
between stacking sticks placed on 2 
ft. centers. It should be kept in mind 
that the end coating of these boards 
should be highly effective regardless 
of length.

function of framing to sheathings and 
finish materials performing semi-struc- 
tural functions, the selection problem 
becomes more difficult. Many products 
serve other functions such as lateral 
bracing, weather barrier, insulator, 
vapor barrier, all of which must be 
evaluated. 

Few guidance standards, such as 
HHFA’s 1947 Performance Standards 
and FHA’s Technical Circular #12, 


exist here and these are not universally 


acceptable by municipal, state and 
federal regulatory agencies. Addi- 
tionally, the economic factors are 
more restrictive as the materials are 
usually required in large quantities 
(4,000 sq. ft. or more) even in the 
smallest homes, and small differences 
in unit costs are often important.

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ural products of wood and stone have 
been imitated in metals and plastics, 
it is apparent that the conventional 
colors and patterns are still the safest. 

One or two principles may carry 
special importance in home construc- 
tion, however, and these involve con- 
tinuity and subdued textures and 
color. In a 1,000 sq. ft. house, for 
example, strong patterns and contrasts 
may be oppressive where they would 
be suitable for a larger building. 

Although each material in the house 
must be judged on the basis of its 
own function, it is probable that to the 
builder the single most important 
criterion is the question: “Is it part of 
a system?” By this 1 mean that the 
builder's interest goes far beyond 
merely finding a new basic material. 
In addition to the material alone, the 
builder must also be made aware of 
the entire system in which the material 
can be used most efficiently. 


System Information 


System information would cover: 
nailing recommendations, proper spac- 
ing of supports, nailing for racking, 
nail holding power, joint treatment, 
finishing, maintenance and handling 
procedures. 

To provide this service the manu- 
facturer of the material may have to 
go beyond his experience and tradi- 
tional markets, perhaps providing and 
distributing special connectors or ac- 
cessories to encourage wider use of 
his basic product. I sincerely believe 
that a new product to be successfully 
introduced must be designed for a 
specific end use and then marketed as 
a system. 

As an observer of the wood indus- 
try, I have noted that this approach 
provided the heavy timber construc- 
tion field with the ring connectors 
and other devices making the struc- 
tural design of wood feasible, and I 
have been disappointed that the resi- 
dential construction field did not re- 
ceive similar attention for its needs 
until rather recently. 


Economic Considerations 


From the point of view of meeting 
economic restrictions, the idea of a 
“system” is equally important. For 
here, according to the material's basic 
properties, the possibility of either the 
combination of several functions in a 
single material or of several materials 
in a single lamination may be evalu- 
ated as a means of producing the prop- 
erties necessary in an economical prod- 
uct.

is Aluminum Best? 


| do not believe that aluminum in 
its present form is necessarily the 
ultimate material. We are continuing 
our effort to find better finishes for 
wood and wood-metal combinations. 
Further, we have definite ambitions 
to extend prefinishing to interior as 
well as exterior surfaces. 

Obviously, the promotional value of 
a new product must be based on some 
real increase in performance, dura- 
bility or convenience, and not solely 
on being different for difference’s 
sake. Although I have not mentioned 
economics in connection with such a 
new product, some limit does exist and 
this can be set only in connection with 
a specific product and specific ad- 
vantages. These must be advantages 
of which the public is aware, advan- 
tages on which people are “presold.’ 
This is necessary from the builder's 
point of view since his effort must be 
concentrated upon the sale of his prod- 
uct, not of individual items. 


Whither Wood in '60’s? 


During the coming 10 years many 
new materials will compete with 
wood for the expanding residential 
building product markets. Some will 
have an advantage in production 
techniques, distribution channels and 
lack of dogmatic traditions (that a 
stud has to be 2 x 4 in. to be safe, 
for example). Wood will retain its 
advantage as a traditional and ac- 
cepted material and may further in- 
crease its adva through im- 
provement of grade and application 
of engineering principles to design. 

The builder will continue searching 
for the system, including finishing, 
that will give him either a better prod- 
uct for the same money or the same 
for less money, as well as a strong 
sales promotional potential.

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the sake of both appearance and final quality of the prod- 
uct. The chain mortiser, hopper fed, makes three cuts for 
later insertion of cross rails, turns out 17 pieces per minute. 


Meanwhile, material for cross rails is brought up to a 
new double-end tenoner. It is hopper fed, operating at 60 
pieces per minute (lugs are spaced 8 in. apart) regardless 
of size of individual cross rails. Rails are equalized to exact 
length, tenoned and coped on this machine. 

From the tenoner, the cross rails are fed into a four-side 
moulder, at 120 f.p.m. Hore is the first mechanical evidence 
of Tyler resourcefulness. As Mr. Gunter explained, manu- 
facturers perfect a machine to perform a specific operation 
quite satisfactorily. But there still remains the problem of 
getting material into the machine, and away from it after 
the operation. Consequently the moulding operation of 
cross rails starts one step before the actual processing. 

A hopper has been installed allowing material to drop 
to the machine table. A plunger, attached to the end of an 
air cylinder, then pushes the cross rail under the first feed 
roll of the machine. The air cylinder is actuated by a micro 
switch governing the speed of flow through the machine. 
This arrangement eliminates hand feeding and establishes 
a constant and continuous flow of material. Hence, the 
machine can produce at three times the hand feed rate—an 
accomplishment brought about partly by the use of short 
lengths of cross rails. 

The product from the moulder is then fed through a 
double-end rail relisher, wholly devised by Tyler person- 
nel: Mr. Gunter’s son, Robert, and plant engineer, Alfred 
Gelinas. Hopper fed, same as the moulder, this machine 
employs three air cylinders—one on either end to actuate 
25,000 r.p.m. routers with end mills, and a third to push 
the material forward after completion of the relishing oper- 
ation. The machine can produce 80 pieces per minute and 
handles stock ranging in length from 6 to 24 in., while 
12 in. is the minimum for standard -nachines. 

Next comes the routing of stiles where 65 cuts per 
minute are made, 1/4 in. x 1-3/4 in. x 1/4 in. deep, in 
each stile, for insertion of the slats. 

Before adopting steel patterns, Tyler tried both plywood 
and aluminum. Both proved unsatisfactory because of age 
and warping. 

Stiles are then run through a two-headed sticker, where 
they are milled to a pattern—the same design, of course, 
which is produced on the cross rails. 

Efficient layout, and the use again of air cylinders and 
micro switches, allows Tyler to manufacture in excess of 
one-quarter million slats each week. This is accomplished 
with a hopper fed gang ripsaw which produces three 
pieces 5/16 in. x 1-7/8 in. from a blank measuring 1-5/32 
in. x 1-7/8 in. As these 5/16 in. pieces leave the saw, they 
are fed directly to a four-side 160 f.p.m. moulder. Slats are 
finished 1/4 in. x 1-3/4 in., with edges rounded on 1/8 in. 
radius. 

Slats are then processed through another Tyler designed 
and built machine—a slat swadger—to crimp the corners 
and edges of each end of the slats, at the rate of 120 per 
minute. They will then have a tendency to “lead” into the 
holes of the blind stiles at time of assembly. The swadger 
is hopper-fed and can accommodate slats from 8 in. to 24 
in. in length. Three air cylinders are used, actuated by mi- 
cro switches. Two steel dies are driven over the ends of the 
slat, compressing the corners and edges at each end slat. 

At the beginning of the assembly operation, stiles come 
from the sticker along a roller conveyor which travels

bench, while cross rails are brought 
into position in skid loads. Assembly 
men assemble two pairs, or four 
blinds, at one time, using a rubber 
mallet. In this way, two men can 
assemble 60 pairs of blinds per hour. 

Frames are placed on dollies and 
moved into position, on three door 
clamps, ready for insertion of slats. 
Tyler has equipped two clamps with 
vertical clamping action along with 
the regular action. This insures that 
the longer length blinds being proc- 
essed are held in a flat position for 
slat installation. 


When the clamps were ordered, 
Tyler specified 3/8 in. holes drilled 
8 in. on centers of clamping “bars” to 
hold jigs. The jigs, designed by Tyler, 
are made of steel, and insure fast, 
accurate placement of slats. Produc- 
tion at this point is now 17 to 20 pairs 
of blinds per hour, per clamp. Fin- 
ished blinds are placed on roller con- 
veyors beside the clamps and sent to 
the sanding machines. 

Two 48 in. sanding machines are 
used, employing three men. One man 
feeds the blinds into sander #1 while 
a second man receives the blind, turns 
it over, and feeds it into sander #2. 
The man receiving the finished blind

Although Tyler's operation is 
smooth-running and highly efficient, 
Mr. Gunter is by no means satisfied. 
An addition of 5,000 sq. ft. to the 
building where special orders are 
made up is nearly completed. Plans 
are in the blueprint stage for more 
efficient handling of material coming 
off the cross-cut saws. Perhaps it will 
never be perfect, but you can be sure 
that whenever a bug does show up, 
someone at Tyler's is going to kill it 
with either an air cylinder, or a micro 
switch, a jig, or a pattern, or perhaps 
just a clever idea.

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tive would be to depreciate the group 
in the amount of $1,250 in the fourth 
year of the group’s life if the assets 
were abandoned at that year’s end. 


Q. Since no cash outlay is involved 
in depreciation isn't it in effect just a 
bookkeeping entry? 

A. True, it is a bookkeeping entry. 
However, it is an extremely important 
one. Although no cash outlay is in- 
volved for a year’s depreciation, it is 
vital to realize that unless business 
records provide for depreciation in 
each year of the estimated life of the 
multiple spindle carver, for example, 
the day will come when it will have to 
be replaced and there may not be 
enough cash left over from profits to 
buy a new one, 

Q. Could you go into a little more 
detail as to how the depreciation 
entry helps provide for the purchase 
of a new moulder? 

A. Suppose your business shows a 
$25,000 profit for 1959 without con-

sidering depreciation. You might then 
feel that your net worth has increased 
by that amount, whereas the actual 
increase is only $22,000, assumizz 
there was $3,000 depreciation not re- 
corded in your books. In other words, 
you would be short-changing yourself 
$3,000. If you don’t hold back enough 
cash, based on depreciation computa- 
tions, you will eventually be faced 
with insufficient new purchase money. 

Q. How do I determine the ex- 
pected life of a tenoner? 

A. An estimate of equipment lon- 
gevity may be obtained from the man- 
ufacturer or by reference to Bulletin 
“F”, published by the Internal Reve- 
nue Service, which indicates 20 years 
as the expected life of a tenoner. 

Q. Am I obligated to use as the 
estimated life of a gang ripsaw the 
figure given by either the manufac- 
turer or the Internal Revenue Service? 

A. No. You make the final decision 
as to expected life in writing off the 
cost of the ripsaw, less salvage value. 
Only you know the precise conditions 
under which the machine will operate. 

Q. Besides serving as documenta- 
tion in the event of an income tax 
audit, what other purposes are served 
by adequate depreciation records? 

A. Records of depreciation prove 


invaluable if you ever have to show 
proof of value in insurance damage or 
loss cases. Additionally, personal prop- 
erty and sales tax audits are greatly 
facilitated by accurate and up-to-the- 
minute depreciation records. When 
either the entire business or a given 
piece of equipment is to be sold it is 
sometimes vital that the prospective 
buyer know the original cost, annual 
depreciation, accumulated deprecia- 
tion and the salvage value. 

Q. Suppose I had a bad year in 
1959 and do not choose to deduct 
depreciation. Would I be allowed to 
defer that deduction until the fol- 
lowing year and then deduct tw ice the 
normal amount? 

A. No. The law provides that the 
deduction for depreciation is limited to 
the amount incurred in that year. Since 
depreciation for 1959 was allowable, 
you cannot defer that sum to 1960. 

Q. Is there anything I can do now 
to insure that at a later date the de- 
preciation rate I use for my dry kiln 
will not be disallowed by the Internal 
Revenue Service? 

A. Yes. You can make an agreement 
with the Internal Revenue Service 
establishing the depreciation rate ap- 
plied to either one machine or a group 
of machines. 


Q. A competitor recently told me 
that he computes depreciation to the 
exact day. Must I do the same thing 
for either managerial or income tax 
purposes, or both? 

A. No. Should you like to, how- 
ever, figure it this way: equipment 
purchased in first half of month is re- 
corded for that month; equipment 
bought in last half of month is re- 
corded for the next month’s account- 
ing period. Some firms handle addi- 
tions and subtractions of equipment 
occurring during the year by assuming 
all changes, for accounting purposes, 
as having taken place at mid-point in 
the taxpayer's year (July Ist for the 
calendar year taxpayer). 

Q. Where on my profit and loss 
statement must I show depreciation 
expenses? 

A. There is no one place where 
depreciation must be shown on a 
profit and loss statement. Some firms 
show depreciation as part of operating 
expenses. Others show it as a separate 
item after normal operating profit. 
Depreciation must, since it is a vital 
cost factor, be shown somewhere in 
the profit and loss statement. 

Q. Would you review the outstand- 
ing benefits of the new income tax 
allowance for depreciation deduction?

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A. The new tax law gives a busi- 
ness the option of a one-shot benefit 
amounting to a flat 20% of the item’s 
cost. That item must be personal prop- 
erty (thus excluding buildings) used 
either for conducting business or in- 
come-producing purposes. Its esti- 
mated life must be six or more years 
and purchased since December 31, 
1957. The items can be new or used. 
The flat 20% is allowed on cost with 
no provision for salvage value. The 
maximum amount allowable is 
$10,000 ($20,000 for married tax- 
payers filing a joint return) in any one 
year. 

Q. Does this system replace the 
speedy methods (declining - balance, 
sum of digits)? 

A. No. This 20% is in addition to 
other methods. However, the speedy 
methods cover new property having 
in estimated life of three or more 
years, either for personal or real prop- 
erty 

Q. Suppose | want to use the 20% 
provision on a router purchased July 
1, 1959. Must I prorate the 20%? 

A. No. You get the 20% if you 
own the machine only one day and 
later sell it. 

Q. As I run my business through 
two corporations, am I entitled to 


$10,000 or $20,000 as the 20% de- 
duction in each? 

A. Since a corporation cannot file 
a joint return, the limitation is 
$10,000. Of course, each corporation 
is entitled to its $10,000 maximum. 

Q. Finally, would you illustrate the 
new deductions in actual use? 

A. Suppose you buy equipment 
costing $4,000 on July 1, 1959 with 
an expected life of eight years. Using 
the straight-line method (assuming 
equipment was used) you are entitled 
to $1,000 as first year depreciation de- 
duction, calcuiated as follows: 


Flat 20% or $4,000 $ 800

where: its uses, by-products, advan- 
tages and importance. Displays and 
exhibits showed how wood is pro- 
duced and used. Behind the bright 
decorations, personnel of retail firms 
dressed in lumberjack outfits and 
stores featured specials with “Pine 
Tree Special” tags. Civic groups ar- 
ranged tours conducted through local 
forest products industry plants. A 
speakers’ bureau gave industry promo- 
tion speeches to Chambers of Com- 
merce and other civic organizations 
such as Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs. 

In an address in Lewiston which 
opened the week's festivities, Dr. Don- 
ald R. Theophilus, president of the

TABONUCO 
Dacryodes excelsa 
Burseraceae (Bursera) Family 

This family produces true frankin- 
cense and myrrh of Arabia and the 
African coast of the Red Sea. It also 
includes Okoume, the most important 


timber of the West African coast, 
also known as Gaboon. 

There is only one well-known spe- 
cies, D. excelsa. It occurs in the up- 
land forest of Puerto Rico and on some 
of the Lesser Antilles. The trunks are 
long, smooth and white-barked. They

are often scarred from cuts near the 
base to obtain a fragrant resin. 

The heartwood is pale brown with 
a tinge of pink and is not clearly sepa- 
rated from the sapwood which is a 
light tan color. The luster is high. The 
wood is tough, strong and moderately 
hard and heavy. Finished in a typical 
brown-red color it closely resembles 
West Indian mahogany. Cut on the 
quarter the surface shows a pro- 
nounced stripe and frequently shows 
a cross figure. The texture is medium, 
uniform and finishes very smoothly. 
It is said to dull knives but is con- 
sidered a stable wood. 

In Puerto Rico this timber is prized 
for carpentry, furniture and general 
construction. However, the quantity 
is too limited to provide exports to 
this country. 


TAWENNA 
Cryptocarya membranacea 
Lavraceae (Laurel) Family 
Tawenna occurs in the forests of 

the wet zone of Ceylon and is a tree of 
medium proportions. Several other 
species of Cryptocarya grow in south- 
ern India, but Tawenna is found only 
in Ceylon. The wood is of a dirty 
yellow color or brownish when fresh- 
ly cut but it darkens with exposure, 
sometimes to a dark reddish-brown 
tint. 

The wood is hard and moderately 
heavy to heavy with a specific gravity 
of .62 to .70. The texture is rather fine 
and the grain is reasonably straight. 
Pores are numerous and uniformly 
scattered. Growth rings, if present, 
are obscure. The timber has very good 
strength properties for its weight and 
it is elastic. It needs care in seasoning 
to avoid distortion and other ills of 
drying. It is not difficult to work either 
with machine or hand tools. 

Felling to make way for rubber 
plantations has reduced the supply of 
this wood. If it were more available, 
the timber would have face veneer 
possibilities. In Ceylon it is used prin- 
cipally for heavy construction.

WOOD Salutes... 


D. B. FRAMPTON 


HIGH ON THE List of men who deserve 
credit for generating the vigorous ac- 
tivity felt in most of wood’s markets 
today is D. B. Frampton, president, 
D. B. Frampton & Co., Columbus, 
Ohio. Early in 1953, his Frampton 
Committee, a 22-member group ap- 
pointed by the National Lumber Mfrs. 
Assn., challenged the industry with 
what has been called the “most power- 
ful documentation of the industry’s 
adverse market position ever devel- 
oped.” 

The report assailed the complacen- 
cy which had permitted the vast in- 
roads of competitive materials and 
caused lumber and wood products to 
lese ground in the face of rising popu- 
lation and living standards. But it did 
not end there. 

It offered concrete proposals to stop 
this trend and it goaded the industry 
to unite and take the offensive! 

The outcome is no longer a new 
story. The recent adoption of a second 
million dollar plus National Wood 
Promotion Program sees wood once 
again a popular consumer by-word— 
its beauty, durability and “livability” 
extolled by national advertising, count- 
less brochures and educational films. 

Dave Frampton’s vision and thor- 
ough grasp of his industry are well 
known among his colleagues. He is 
called one of the outstandingly suc- 
cessful lumbermen of the present era. 
The company he founded in 1911 now 
operates with eight divisions, produc- 
ing railroad ties, timbers, poles and 
similar material for railroad transpor- 
tation systems. The company also 
owns and operates creosoting plants 
serving railroads, utilities and indus- 
try at large, and operates lumber 
manufacturing plants in eight states. 

Dave Frampton was one of the orig- 
inal pioneers in the lumber industry 
to make use of research. Through his 
guidance in these fields, much has 
been accomplished which not only has 
improved his own manufacturing fa- 
cilities and products but also benefited 
industry as a whole. 
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With an eye on future raw material 
supply, his company has conducted 
forestry programs for many years and 
has maintained a forestry division for 
that purpose. 

His services to the industry are 
many and diversified. In addition to 
N.L.M.A. (of which he is a charter 
member), he has been active in the 
Railway Tie Assn. since its organiza- 
tion in 1919, serving as president in 
1947-48. He has been a trustee of the 
American Forest Products Industries, 
Inc., for more than 10 years and is 
currently treasurer of the group. He is 
on the executive committee of the 
Ohio Forestry Assn. and is a member 
of the Pennsylvania Forestry Assn. 

He also has maintained member- 
ships in Appalachian Hardwood Mfrs., 
Inc., the Hardwood Dimension Mfrs. 
Assn., and the National Oak Flooring 
Mfrs. Assn., and was an original sub- 
scriber to the Fine Hardwoods Assn. 

Dave Frampton and his wife, An- 
nette, have two children—a daughter, 
Mrs. R. J. Grier of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and a son, D. B. Frampton, Jr., of 
Columbus. The recent election of the 
latter as president of the Railway Tie 
Assn, seems to bear out the fact that 
he is adequately following in the foot- 
steps of his prominent father.
